the Capital City Club and the Piedmont 
Driving Club by the attorneys who are 
representing the Union and Mechanics’ 
Club when the injunction suit against 
the city is heard next Saturday. 

By “drinks,” the attorneys will mean 
liquor, which is prohibited under the 
state prohibition law. 

Lady Visitors Drank. 

The Union and Mechanics’ 
had its permit revoked by the police 
committee of council on the ground 
that the club members allowed ladies 
to visit the club rooms and drink, and 

«- because the club was too broad and 
liberal in its construction of the re- 
quirements of the state law, which per- 
mitted liquor lockers in club rooms. 

The Union and Mechanics, through 
{ts attorneys, Moore & Branch and 
Joseph Tilson, will endeavor to show 
that all other clubs allow lady visitors 
to take drinks, and that the Capital 
City Club and the Piedmont Driving 
Club, two of Atlanta's leading organt- 
zations of the kind, make it a constant 
practice to entertain lady visitors who 
take drinks.

Gioing to Make It Lively. 

“We are going to make.-it lively for 
somebody,” state the attorneys, ‘and 
will prove to the court that the police 
committee of council is trying to make 
fish out of some clubs and fowl out of 
dthers. Now, mind you, we will not 
take the position that it is wrong for 
ladies to take a little something fo 
drink at the clubs. We will simply 
show that the biggest clubs in the city 
have such a custom, and yet the police 
committee, which has jumped with both 
feet on our club, is hands off with the 
Capital City and the Piedmont Driving 
Clubs"We" Will secure affidavits from 

os | mbérs ‘of all the leading clubs, and 

“the question will be propounded wheth- 
er or not lady visitors drink at the 
vtlubs. We will also ask if any of the 
‘adies have a locker containing sup- 
plies of liquors.” 

“Buppose the club members 
to make affidavits?” was asked.

“We don't 
think, however, that we will have any 
trouble about the affidavits.” 

“Will you ask for any ladies’ names,”

“No, it will not be necessary to make 
the evidence too personal,” was the re- 
ply. “unless we find that a witness is 
inclined to balk.”

LABOR FAVOR 


Leaders of the Federation 
Confer With Howard. 


Gompers and Morrison Ap- 
prove Thorough Investigation 
of Hitchcock’s Methods, Es- 
pecially in Reference to the 
Coercion of Employees.

Washington, April 18..,-(Special.)— 
Representative Howard had a long 
conference this afternoon with offi- 
clalf’ of the American Féderation of 
Labor and was assured of their deep 
appreciation of his efforts to have the 
postoffice department investigated 
with the particular end in view of 
discovering if employees are being co- 


erced and intimidated. 

Following the publication in today’s 
papers of Mr. Howard's resotution, 
Samuel Gompers, ” president of the 
American Federation: of Labor, tele- 
phoneqg him asking for a conference 
this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. At this 
conference, in addition to Mr. Gomp- 
ers-and Mr. Howard, were Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary; Mr. Hamilton, repre- 
senting the Typographical Union, and 
other national labor leaders. 

They approved particularly that fea- 
ture of Mr. Howard's resolution ask- 
ing about the coercion of employees, 
the surveillance practiced over them, 
and .the refusal of the department 
officials to permit the railway postal 
men to affiliate with organized labor. 

These subjects are not covered in 
the rules of the house under which 
the house committee on expenditures 
in the postoffice department will con- 
duct their investigations. 

Mr. Howard believes there™ts a spe- 
cial need for an inquiry into these 
facts and he desires that whatever 
committee goes, into the subject shall 
be instructed by the house to consid- 
er also these widespread complaints. 
He will appear before the rules com- 
mittee tomorrow to urge his resolu- 
tion, and will also add that Mr. Gom- 
pers and Mr. Morrison be heard. The 
latter said they desired to appear to 
urge the resolution. 

It is possible that the rules commit- 
tee may decide to report in favor of 
having the committee on expenditures 
in the postoffice department extend 
their investigation to cover the special 
subjects named in the Howard resolu- 
tion, rather than delegate the work to 
the regular committee on the post- 
office and postroads. Mr. Howard 
states that this is a mere detail. What 
he wants are the. facts and he is not 
particular about which committee of 
congress secures them. :

Forced Out of the Presidency 
Himself, Gould Succeeds in 
Naming His Successor---Fran- 
cis Was Supported by Rocke- 
feller-Kuhn-Loeb Interests. 


New York, April 18.—Although re- 
cently forced out of the position him- 
self, George J. Gould, opposing’ the 
Rockefeller - Kuhn Loeb interests, 
brought about the election today of R. F. 
Bush as his successor as president of 
the Missouri Pacific railway, defeating 
the opposition candidate, David R. 
Francis, former governor of Missouri. 

Mr. Bush is president of the Western 
Maryland railway. — 

Result Disorganizes Board. 

The victory of the Gould faction was 
followed immediately by the annotince- 
ment of Kuhn, Loeb ’é& Co.’s withdrawal 
as bankers for the system and with 
the resignation of Paul M. Warburg, 
the company’s representative on the 
board of directors; and of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, an ally. Edgar L. Mars- 
ton, representing Blair & Co.: Fred T. 
Gates, representing John D. Rockefel- 
ler, and BE. D. Adams, American repre- 
sentative of the Deutsche bank, voted 
against Mr. Bush, but did not sever 
their connection with the board. . It is 
rumored, however, . that. Messrs. Adams 
and Marston will resign also, although 
this cannot be confirmed. 

After the meeting both George Gould 
and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. issued state- 
ments explaining their side of the case, 
Mr. Gould regretting personally the 
withdrawal of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., but 
congratulating the road on the selec- 
tion of Mr. Bush. Kuhn, Leeb & Co. 
on the other hand, explained that they 
did not favor Mr. Bush, and that be- 
cause of his election Messrs. Warburg 
and Vanderbilt felt “unwilling to share 
responsibility in the management of 


the company under these circum- 
stances.” 
Statement by Gould. 

Mr. Gould, in his statement, said: 

“The board has, I think, made a wise 
choice in selecting B. F..Bush as pres- 
ident. He is familiar with the condi- 
tions on the line, and with the affairs 
of the company, 
employ some years ago. I w 
influenced in my advocacy of his pe 
tion by the esteem in which he was 
held ky Mr. Rockefeller, who is sO 
largely interested in the Western Mary- 
land, and who next to our family is 
~ largest stockholder in Missouri Pa- 
‘ific. | 

“My -personal relations’ with the sev- 
eral members of the firm of Kuhn. 
Loeb & Co.. have been so pleasant that 
I .was reluctant to conclude that the 
continuance-of ‘that firm as bankers for 
the property® was ‘net- to the corpora- 
tion’s, best interests.

ARMISTICE IS PROPOSED © 
PENDING NEGOTIATIONS 
TO BRING PEACE TO MEXICO 


=——— 


Proposal Came From the Rebels 
and I Is Said Diaz Gov- 
ernment Has Accepted, 


FEAR OF INTERVENTION 
CAUSED THE PROPOSAL 


Attitude of United States Grow- 
ing Out of Killing of Ameri- 
cans at Douglas Responsible 
for Effort to Settle Trouble. 
Early Declaration of Armis- 
tice Expected---Rebels to Get 
Nearly All Demands. 


Mexico City, April 18.—A proposition 

for an armistice pending negotiations 
for a settlement of Mexico's internal 
troubles were received by the depart- 
ment of foreign relations today from 
Washington, presumably from Dr. Vas- 
quez Gomez. A reply was returned in 
which it was indicated that the gov- 
ernment. looked with favor upon the 
suggestion. 

The armistice proposal appeared to 
be a direct outgrowth of the ‘battle of 
Agua Prieta and the consequent loss 
of life and bodily inury dDccasioned in 
Douglas by the fire from the Mexican 
side. 

Mexicans Fear Foreign Complications. 

It points specifically to the dangers 
of international complications which 
might follow a continuation of the 
conflict. 

Minister, de la Barra this afternoon 
sent to Washington the answer to the 
proposal made by the agent of the 
revolutionists. In it he stipulated cer- 
tain miYnor terms to which it is be- 
lieved there will be no obé@ction. 

It may be assumed, however, that 
before a full agreement is entered into 
by the government and rebels every 
detail of the proposition will be sub- 
mitted to Francisco I. Madero, IJr., 
though it ig net expected that Madero 
will longer pose the overtures his 
agents have made {or peate. 

: No Time Will Be Lost. 

It is bélieved that no time will be 
lost either by the rebels or the gov- 
ernment in concluding . arrangements 
for the formal’ declaration of the 
armistice and that as soon thereafter 
as possible, the work of drafting the 
terms for permanent peace will be be- 
gun. It is conceded that both sides re- 
alize that the war is costing the coun- 
try too much in money and lives and 
the fighting at Agua Prieta has served 
to’ emphasize this point of view. 

It will not be at all surprising if the 
armies now opposing each other in 
the north receive orders within the 
next 48 hours to cease operations or 
before the beginning of the threatened 
battle in the vicinity of Juarez.

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NO INTERVENTION 
IN MEXIC TROUBLE 


That's the Consensus of 
Opinion at Washington. 


Bacon Says Intervention Might 
Be Like Touching Match to 
Tinder---All Agree Situation Is 
Complex, but Nothing Yet to 
Warrant Intervention. 


Washington, April 18.—‘‘An invasion 
of Mexieo designed for a limited and 
temporary purpose might be like 
touching a match to a tinder house.” 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, ranking 
minority miember of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, today thus 
epitomized the. sentiment of leaders of 
both parties in the two branches of 


congress. While recognizing the 
gravity of the situation in Mexico, 


congress is satisfied that the presi- 

dent is doing everything that can be 

done under the circumstances and. no- 

where is there seen the slightest dis- 

position to embarrass him or his pro- 

gram. 
No Special Message on Mexico. 

It was learned at the close of a 
conference at the white house today, 
at which were Senator Cullom, chair-‘ 
man of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, and Representative 
Sulzer, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, that President 
Taft, for the present at least, does 
not contemplate sending to congress 
a special message dealing with Mexi- 
can affairs. The president, however, 
is keeping the leaders of both parties 
in congress thoroughly acquainted 
with developments, with the result 
that the closest co-operation exists 
between the capitol and the white 
house. 

Senator Bacon, while admitting the 
situation was complex, was emphatic‘in 
declaring that the time for interven- 
tion not only had not arrived, but that 
up to the present nothing of serious 
enough importance fiad occurred to 
warrant consideration of the subject. 

Bacon On the Situation. 

“Our troops should not go into Mex- 
ico without the direction of congress,” 
he said, “Armed invasion would be an 
act of war, and congrese alone has 
power to declare war. I am entirely | 
confident that the president will not 
order an invasion eXcept under direc- 
tion of congress. 

“I regard the situation as most deli-. 
cate and embarrassing, because of the 
danger of becoming involved in a de- 
plorable conffict with the people of 
another country, and also because of 
the importance of protecting our own 
people from such occurrences as those 
at Agua Prieta. 

“Under existing and threatened con. 
ditions, very great caution is necessary 
to prevent embroiling this government 
in a conflict with the Mexican people. 
I do not think that anything less than 
the most extreme necessity would jus- 
tify an invasion. ‘The consequences 
would be far-redching in many re- 
spects, and the end no one could fore- 
see.” 

Mexico Gives Assurances. 

Positive assurances that the Mexican 
government will adopt a “definite re- 


strictive policy along the border,” and 
news from Douglas that the rebel

Rebel Demands Granted.

The money for this payment will not 
come from the sale of Cuban lands. 
The purchasers who were to have made 
a payment on the lands on,.March 1 
asked for more time. It was decided, 
however, to pay a 10 per cent dividend 
with what money was on hand from 
various collections. 

“If we have not the full amount to 
pay a 10 per cent dividend by May 20,” 
say the réceivers, “then we will ad- 
vance the amount necessary.

The blow caused 
some financial trouble in many fami- 
lies, the failure coming just before 
the Christmas holidays. 

The bank closed its doors the last 
part of December, in 1907, and the 
failure was so unexpected that it came 
like a clap of thunder in Atlantats 
financial — circles. All efforts to fre-. 
establish the bank failed and the 
Central Banking and Trust Corporation 
volunteered to take hold of the bank’s 
affairs. By skillful management and 
the saving of lawyers’ fees and court 
costs, the depositors have so far been 
able to realize 65 per cent. It is be- 
lieved that another 20 per cent divi- 
dend may be declared wnen the Cuban 
lends are paid for.

Rintilemnes Senators Send

| Committee.

Washington, April 18.—(Special.)— 
The Rucker resolution for the popular 
election of United States senators 
has reched the senate and, 
over the vigorous protests of demo- 
crats and progressive republicans, was 
sent to the committee on privileges 
and elections, which more than ence 
has proven the morgue for similar res- 
olutions. 

Senator Borah stole a march at the 
last session over the elder statesmen 
who rule things over on the senate 
side, 
at lunch or looking the other way, he 
had his resolution referred to the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. 

Through active work with the com- 
mittee of lawyers, he finally secured a 
favorable report and the measure came 
within four votes of passing. It would 
have been adopted by a safe majority 
but for the Sutherland tail to the 
Borah kite. 

The republican leaders did not pro- 
pose to be caught again in the same 
way Borah had caught them, and the 
steering committee had seen to it that 
“safe” men, who were opposed. to friv- 
olous tampering with the constitution, 
Should go on this committee. The 
outlook for the measure is, therefore, 
not quite clear. 

*Senator Culberson sought to change 
the reference of the Rucker resolution 
this afternoon, but Vice Fresident 
Sherman ruled that a vote was not 
then in order and the motion went 
over. 

The wise old owls on the republican 
side argued gravely that it. would be 
most unseemly to refer this important 
measure to any committee but on 
privileges and elections. Even Sena- 
tor Clark, chairman of the judiciary 
committee, generously consented to 
have the resolution take this direction. 
He felt confident that thig committee 
would report it out-—the very thing 
he was seeking to prevent. 

Senator Sutherland, of 
nounced that if the opular eléc- 
tions resolution was again report- 
ed to the senate, he would again offer 
his amendment. which caused al) the 
trouble iast time. In insisting that 
congress should retain control over the 
elections of representatives and sena- 
tors, he said: 

“It would be unfortunate,’ said the 
senator, “if the government lost con- 
trol of the election of the members of 
the house and senate. The integrity 
of these two bodies is tWecessary to 
the stability of our government, and 
when the federal authority over the 
elections of this kind is omce lost it 
cannot be regained.”

The constitutionality of the law pro- 
hibiting the carrying of pistols without 
registration and securing a license Fe) 
row up to the supreme court. \ 

For the purpose of having tice consti- 
tutional points passed upon, the ccurt 
of appeals has certified to the suprems 
court the case of J. L. Strickland 
against the state, Strickland hevins 
been convicted in the city court of 
Carroliton under the provisions of the 
law and appealing his case to the ap- 
pellate court. The case will be heard 
by the supreme court on May 15. 

The pistol carrying law was intro- 
duced sby Representative Waoiic, of 
Screven county, and was passed at the 
last session of the legislature. Since 
it was passed several] convictions have 
been secured under its provisions, and 
there are several other cases Siiulilar 
to the Strickland case now pending 
in the appellate court. 

In certifying the case to the supreme 
court, the court of appeals announced 
that the decision of the supreme eur: 
in the Strickland case wil! guvern al! 
cof those cases now pending. 

Constitutional Points. 

Following are the constitutional 
questions raised by the record and nec- 
essary to a proper determination cf the 
case: 

“Is the act of the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, approve: Au:

Life Behind the Bars Not Very 
Monotonous for C. J. 
Meadowes. 


Cc. J. Meadowes, justice of the peace 
in Coffee county, evidently doesn’t find 
life in the county jail of Coffee very 
onerous or monotonous. 

Judge Meadowes was recently found 
guilty of violating the prohibition law, 
and was sentenced by the court to pay 
a fine of $250 or spend thirty days in 
jail.

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About the Work of 
President Barrett 
(From The Boston Transcript.) 

A tremendous influence is wielded 
over more than 3,000,000 farmers from 
coast to coast by Charles S. Barrett, 
president of the’ National Farmers’ 
Union. ; 

Mr. Barrett is a Georgian by birth, 
a farmer by instinct, choice and incli- 
nation, and a good one at that. Long 
ago he saw that the farmers about 
him were not progressing very fast 
along any lne—except plastering 
mortgages on their crops and mules. 
He saw that there was a lack of sys- 
tem and management on the farm; that 
the farmer wasn’t getting the fruits 
of his toil; that he was sullen, dis- 
couraged, without ambition or hope. 

He knew these conditions existed 
among his own people, and he believed 
existed elsewhere all over the 
land. He began by organizing the 
farmers in the middle Georgian county 
where he lived. They held meetings, 
talked,’ planned and executed improved 
methods in their own work. Unfor- 
tunate brothers were helped over 
rough places. In a few years that 
community became a model for high- 
ly-cultivated farms, contented and 
prosperous people, and a moral and ed- 
ucational forward movement of great 
proportions was started. 

The Farmers’ Union movement bé- 
gan in Texas, and Georgia was one of 
the first states to take it up. A spirit 
of unrest and vague longing was 
abroad, and men dreamed.of great 
things through this new organization. 
Young Barrett at once saw the possi- 
bility of organization among the farm- 
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He began as a state organizer 
and he planted locals in nearly every 
county in Georgia. 

Then they elected him president of 
the state organization. The man’s 
force, his burning zeal to help his peo- 
ple and his rare capacity for leader- 
ship developed amazingly. He made 
the Georgia Union the most powerful 
in numbers and influence in the organ- 
ization. He developed a business de- 
partment that saved the farmers thou- 
sands of dollars on fertilizers and sup- 
Plies. When manufacturers tried to 
checkmate him, he raised money 
among the farmers and built factories. 

After two years as the Georgia 
president, the _national organization 
needed a strung, dominant figure to 
lead, because factions were threatening 
to disrupt the union. They turned al- 
most unanimously to Charles Barrett. 
When he took hold, the union had less 
than 400,000 members with weak or- 
ganizations in most of the dozen states 
in which it had secured foothold. He 
began smashing thgengs right and left 
with true vigor. He turned out every 
man who had an ax to grind. Politi- 
cians were literally booted from the 
organization. 

Enemies predicted disaster. Even 
Kis cabinet officers advised more 
diplomacy. But he drove steadily on. 
Time and the union itself have vindi- 
cated his course. After four years 
as head of the union it now has more 
than three million members in more 
than thirty states, and is preparing to 
invade Canada. ‘

From the last report of the commit- 

tee on municipal house cleaning of 


ithe G. F. W. C. comes the following 


practical suggestions: 


“We suggest a campaign of educa-] 


tion regarding the enforcement of city 
ordinances pertaining to clean streets 
and alleys, expectoration, overcrowd- 
ing sidewalks, projecting signs, etc. 

“Favorable progress is being . made 
along the following lines:. Protection 
of meat and foodstuffs andthe careful 
handling and delivery ’of the same; 
abatement of smoke, suppression of 
useless noise, warfare on the disease- 
carrying fly, mosquito and rat, elimi- 
nation of billboards. Persistence will 
overcome any civic evil. 

“Through the efforts of clubs, many 
rest rooms are being established and 
maintaineg in towns and villages, for 
the comfort of rural women and chil- 
dren. ‘ 

“The subject of civics is being ex- 
tended by placing civic topics on the 
majority of club calendars. 

“Clubs are seeking improved sur- 
roundings for home and public build- 
ings, by endeavoring to have artistic 
effects prevail on the outside as well 
om the inside of home and public build- 
ngs. 

“Arbor day feports show that plant- 
ing is becoming, as it should, the 
true observance of this important 
holiday. Hundreds of trees are now 
Planted annually by clubs. 

“Parks are a necessity for the 
health and pleasure of the people as 
well as a factor in civic beauty, there- 
fore let us endeavor tod have more of 
them, especially the open spaces in 
the center and throughout the city 
and village. Several clubs have re- 
cently purchased and laid out parks. 

“The importance of having proper 
waste disposal is also claiming the 
attention of clubs, and several towns 
owe their present sanitary conditions 
to the initiative having been taken by 
clubs in this vital part of city and 
townkeeping.”’ 


Old New England Dishes. 
BY FANNIE MERRITT FARMER. 
Salt-Codfish Cakes—Wash fish and 
pick in small pieces (there should be 
one cupful). Put in frying pan, add 
one quart of lukewarm water and place 


range; let stand from thirty minutes 
to one hour. The time depends upon 
the saltiness of the fish, he care must 
be taken that the water does not get 
hot, which would cause the fish to be- 
come hard. Wash and pare four pota- 
toes, cover with cold water and lIet 
stand one hour. Drain off water and 


yadd to potatoes one quart of boiling 


water and cook until potatoes are soft. 
Again drain and mash potatoes (there 
should be two cupfuls). Drain fish as 
Gry as possible and add to potatoes; 
then add one egg well beaten and a 
few grains of pepper. When thor- 


|oughly mixed, make into round flat 
cakes three-fourths of an inch in thick- 
ness. 


Roll cakes in flour, having en- 
tire surface well coated, and set aside 
to cool. Cut fat salt pork in one- 
fourth-inch strips lengthwise of pork 
and nearly to, but not severing, the 
rind. Fry out the pork tin hot frying 
pan, and turn frequently while cook- 
ing to prevent burning. When well 
browned, remove pork and use fat in 
pan for frying the cakes. Should there 
be too much, pour off some, to be added 
later as needed. Put fish-cakes-in fry- 
ing pan, being careful not to crowd 
them; brown ope side, then turn and 
Srown the other. Remove- to a hot 
latter and garnish with the pork 
Craps. a 

Favorite Dinner of the Fisherman— 
Clean and split a five-pound cod, had- 
dock or hake. Remove head, tail and 
backbone (except a small portion near 
the tail). Sprinkle flesh side with one 
and one-half cupfuls of salt, cover and 
let stand twenty-four hours; then wash 
off the salt and fold over fish to Its 
original shape. Tie in cheese-cloth and 
put into a kettle of boiling water and 
cook from twenty to thirty minutes. 
Take fish from water, allow it to drain,

remove skin and place on a serving- 
dish, skin side down. Garnish with hot 
steamed potatoes and medium-sized 
bright-colored boiled beets cut in 
halves crosswise to form points. Berve 
with porkscraps, pork gravy and white 
sauce, 

Pork Gravy—Remove the rind from 
three-fourths of a pound of fat salt 
pork. Cut the pork in one-fourth-inch 
slices, slices in one-fourth-inch strips, 
and strips into cube. Place cubes in 
frying pan and cook until the cubes 
are delicately browned. Drain fat 
from cubes and serve each in a separ- 
rate dish. It is hardly necessary to 
give a recipe for white sauce as our 
readers are already so familiar with 
it. One pint should be made to serve 
with this dinner. . Individual steamed 
apple-puddings make this dinner com- 
plete.

New York, April 18.—The cotton 
market was rather nervous and unset- 
tled today, but all active months sold 
tnto new high ground for the move- 
ment, and the close was steady, net 
unchanged to 4 points higher. 

The opening’ was steady at a decline 
of 6 points on August to an advance of 
2 points on new crop positions, which 
was about in line with the cables, as 
Liverpool was rather disappointing on 
near months, but better than due on 
late deilverigs following its four-day 
adjournment. During the first few 
minutes old crop positions sold off 2 or 
8 points, but the new crop held steady 
on reports that rains in the central belt 
were causing a further delay in plant- 
ing, and the whole list soon rallied, on 
a renewal of buil support, foreign buy- 
ing and covering by some of yester- 
day's seers. After showing a net ad- 
Vance of about 3 to 8 points, the mar- 
ket weakened again, under realizing 
and local selling for a turn, which may 
have been encouraged by prospects for 
rather larger receipts, but a reaction of

@ renewal of aggressive bull support, 
and the highest prices of the day were 
reached in the afternoon when July 
old at 14.86 and October at 12.98, or 
bout 8 points above the closing figure 
of last night.

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STOCK MARKET BEARS 
MAKE EFFECTIVE RAID 


Prices Melted Away Rapidly 
Under Liquidation and 
Bear Pressure. 


New York, April 18.—Not since the 
stock market was thrown into con- 
fusian by the decision of the  inter- 
state commerce commission against 
the railroads, in the freight rate cases 
in February last, has there been such 
a wide movement in stocks as occur- 
red today. Bear traders took advan- 
tage of a variety of circumstances to 
inaugurate a bold and effective raid 
and the market was aroused from the 
lethargy of recent weeks. The bears 
were assisted by liquidation of long 
stocks and prices melted rapidly. 
Losses among the active stocks, such 
as Reading, Union Pacific, United 
States Steel, St. Paul, Missouri Pacific, 
Lehigh Valley, Northern Pacific, Nor- 
folk and Western, American Smelting 
and Amalgamated Copper, ranged from 
one to three points. 

Some of the specialties were heavier 
losers. National Biscuit lost 6% and 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste 
Marie 4. In the last half hour, prices 
rallied somewhat on covering, but 
only a small part of the losses was 
made up. 

The seHNing movement began in the 
first hour and was directed chiefly 
against Missouri Pacific, Interborough, 
Metropolitan and the fertilizer shares. 
During the second hour of trading, 
the whole list fell off sharply. The 
number of shares dealt in during this 
hour was as large as the total for 
the entire session yesterday and dur- 
ing the remainder of the day the mar- 
ket was active, the day‘s business be- 
ing one of the heaviest of the year. 

A number of stocks, including Mis- 
sourt Pacific, Lehigh Valley, New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, Southern 
Pacific, Interborough - Metropolitan, 
Amalgamated Copper and American 
Smelting touched the lowest points of 
the year. The decline induced consid- 
erable liquidation, owing to the clos- 
ing out of weak bull accounts and 
selling by pools which have been ac- 
tive recently in manipulation of cer- 
tain industrials. 

The chief factor in today’s marke 
appeared to be the Mexican situation. 
News from Washington was accepted 
as an indication that a more acute 
phase in our relations with the south- 
ern republic was at hand. Mexican 
securities were not sccattiiuniald affect- 
ed, however. 

Interborough-Metropolitan was sold 
chiefly on account of the latest turn 
in the local traction situation, indi- 
cating that the company may not ob- 
tain the concession for constructing 
the new subways. Missouri Pacific was 
edversely influenced by persistent ru- 
mors of friction within the company. 

There Was further heavy selling of 
the fertilizer stocks, which suffered 
from repetition of reports that div- 
dends on one or more of those stocks 
might be reduced. 

London, which has been doing little 
in the market recently, was reported 
today to have bought moderately of 
Union Pacific, Northern Pacific and 
United States Steel. Mexican issues 
were affected severely in London by 
the insurrection. Americans, which 
advanced early in the gession. fell off 
after the opening of the New York 
market. 

An unusually § favorable weekly 
statement was made by the Bank of 
Germany. It showed an increase of 
$8.645.000 in cash and a decrease in 
loans and discounts of more than $35.,- 
000,000.

Very much has been written upon the 
subject of practical methods of caring 
for and feeding young chicks. Each 
one has his own methods, which have 
brought them success, while -on the 
other hand, others’ methods have not 

roved so satisfactory or have been a 
otal failure. 

Feeding chicks and giving them the 
right kind of start is no easy matter, 
as some think, and it is one in which 
all poultry raisers are much interested. 
To begin with, there is as much injury 
done to the growth of the little chicks 
as to the skim-milk calf, underfed one 
time, overfed the next, and sometimes 
mot fed at all. A calf is not really 
stunted or damaged in growth because 
he is fed on skim milk. It is the irreg- 
ular and improper feeding that stunts 
him. Young chickens are like the calf. 
If irregularly fed and not half taken 
care of you are sure to fail in your at- 
tempt to raise them. Many thousands 
of chickens die each year by improper 
feeding. Young chickens are more sub- 
ject to diseases in hot weather than in 
the earlier part of the season, and 
Barring lice and gapes, the most com- 
mon and dreaded disease is bowel 
troubie. Many farmers will mix up a 
sloppy mess of raw corn meal, mixed 
with cold water, twice a day, and then 
will wonder why they lose all their 
chicks. Corn meal is a good feed if 
mixed with hot water or milk and per- 
fectly cooked, but to feed a sloppy mess 
of raw corn meal and water is the 
surest way to produce bowel trouble. 

The raw meal ferments and sours in 
the crop, and forms an acid whfch 
causes an irregularity of the bowels. 
Some will afford nothing clean for the 
chicks, over feed them and give impure 
water. These are all causes of bowel 
disorders, and should be carefully 
avoided. It is a good plan to put a lit- 
tle lime water in their drinking water

3. I would mot close my eyes and 
make a choice between Cochins and 
Orpingtons, but would keep my eyes 
open and select the Orpington, first, 
last and all the time, not that the 
Cochin is not a good chicken, but for 
the south would prefer something 
lighter above its pedal extremities. 


Cc. F. D., Moline, Miss.—We have a 
few Reds, and one of the roosters has 
been sick for a month. He will eat 
all right, and when he gets through 
eating he will stand around and twist 
his neck around as if he was choked. 
When he first took sick he would sit 
on the roost until we helped him 
Gown, and then he walked as if his 
feet was on something hot. He seems 
like his feet are all right now, but no 
better otherwise. Please give me a 
remedy and tell me what the trouble is. 
One rooster in this settlement died 
with the same disease. 

Answer—Looks like rheumatism to 
me. This disease rarely attacks young 
fowls. In some cases there is a slight 
swelling of the privates, the fowl usu-

If chicks are worth raising at all, 
they are worth raising well, and should 
be kept healthy and growing. For the 
firet few days feed hard boiled eggs, 
bread crumbs and fine oat flakes five 
times per day, and afterwards finely 
eracked grain. If you cannot buy pre- 
pared chick feed, have some corn, oats, 
wheat and whatever other grain or 
meeds you have on the place, cracked 
fine enough for them to swallow. The 
more variety you give them the better, 
but do not feed one thing continually. 
_Bupply your chicks with plenty of clean, 
fresh water at all times and often, for 
they will drink many times a day. I! 
believe that more losses in the raising 
of chicks are caused by impure water 
than anything else. : 

Young chicks will drink whenever 
they see water, whether it be in old 
stagnant pools or mud puddles, so one 
should always bear in mind to keep the 
chicks well supplied with cool, fresh 
water at all times. If you do not have 
graes runs for your chicks, supply them 
with some kind of green food. Lettuce, 
onion tops, beet tops, or even tender 
grass is excellent. If they are yarded 
they should be given a little meat of 
g@ome kind. but if they have free range 
‘they can find enough meat to supply 
their needs. Plenty of sharp grit 
should always be kept before them, also 
granulated charcoal. Your feeding may 
be all right, but they cannot properly 
digest it unless they have grit in some 
form. Care should also be taken to see 
that the coops are kept clean, for filth 
{nvites disease and lice. Clean all coops 
twice a week, and spray or sprinkle the 
inside with kerosene emulsion and a lit- 
tle carbolic acid added. 

A few lice will suck the vitality out 
ef the most healthy and strongest 
chicks. If your chicks stand around 
with closed eyes and drooping wings 
you may be pretty sure that they are 

vered with lice. Guard against lice 

m the start when you set the hen, 
for if you don't, and if they do come, 
st ie almost impossible to get rid of the 
pests. 

As soon as the chicks are old enough 
to distinguish, separate the cockerels 
from the pullets and move them to 
colony houses. Place your coops where 
they can have plenty of shades and 
grass. Feed them well and care for 
them, and they will grow into money- 
making hens. |

Agua Prieta, Sonora, Mexico, Apri: 
18.—When darkness fell over Agua 
Prieta tonight it was undetermined 
whether the federal troops of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel] Diaz woulkd retain undis- 
puted possession of the city, which the 
rebels evacuated early today, or wheth- 
er rebel reinforcements, appearing sud- 
denly from the westward this after. 
noon would start another battle. 

Watchers were surprised after a day 
of quietude to see a column of troops 
move out of the mountain passes, 1° 
miles to the west of Agua Prieta, and 
debouch on the plains in front of ‘the 
city. It was at first uncertain wheth- 
er this was a new rebel force or federa? 
reinforcements from Cananea. 

The Federals Open F tre. 

The doubt was soon dispelled. The 
column began riding rapidly toware 
the city. Seon glasses showed that 
the approaching force was insurrectos. 

As they approached the outer breast - 
works the federal outposts opened a 
long range rifle fire, which fell short. 
The column halted, seemingly = sur- 
prised. Apparently the approaching 
rebels were unaware that the rebels 
had fled from the place, and that the 
border town was held by the federals. 
Finally the column wheeled aid start- 
ed toward the mountains. Then it hait- 
ed again and there appeared at the 
mouth of the canon from which the 
first troops had emerged, a second and 
longer column. This detachment moved 
slowly across the desert and joined the 
first. There were apparently more 
than 5,000 men in the combined col- 
umns. 

Cowboys 


came into Agua Prieta 
about this time and reported that the 
force was that of Juan Cabral, insur- 
recto leader of Sonora, who at differ- 
ent times in the last few weeks has 
wreaked much havoc on the federal 
forces. 
Mexican Joan of Are. 

With him, it was reported, was the 
insurgent command led by Sonora Tal- 
amantes, ‘“Mexica Joan of Arc.” 

A Mexican insurrecto on foot cross- 
ed the line west of Douglas and s:r- 
rendered to an American citizen. Tie 
said he was a member of Cabral’s band, 
advancing from the west. He sald (a- 
bral had no knowledge that the fea. 
erals had taken Agua Prieta and had 
been moving forward expecting to join 
the rebel garrison, when he was fire] 
upon. This rebel's horse was snot from 
under him while he was scouting far 
in advance, and he escaped on foot to 
the American side. 

The rebels, after uniting, marched 
west paarllel with the city limits, but 
evidently with no intention of ap- 
proaching near enough to offer battle, 
at least before night. 

When darkness fell it was impossi- 
ble to make out whether the moving 
rebel column would come in contact 
with the federal garrison or not. 

The federals tonight brought into 
the bull ring at Agua Prieta twenty- 
five federals wounded in yesterday’s 
battle. 

- In official reports given out by Colo- 
nel Diaz the total dead and injured 
in yesterday's battle, rebel and federal. 
was said to be about fifty, but it is 
believed that this figure is far too low. 
Rebels Left Agua Prieta During Night, 

From daylight this morning nothing 
was seen of the rebel troops which 
vanished before dawn from Agua Prie- 
They fled, following the exhaus- 
tion of their ammunition in yesterday’s 
battle. <A portion of the command was 
disorganized, and it scattered in all 
directions. The greater part. however, 
moved away in considerable order, 
with the promise, shouted across the 
line to the American sentries, that 
they would be back in a few days to 
fight it out. 

The Mexican government troops 
moved into the abandoned city with 
the first streaks of dawn and took pos- 
session. Their maneuvers, designed. to 
draw the fire of the rebels, tended 
much to exhaust the rébels’ ammuni- 
tion and to decide the contest. 

The ports of Agua Prieta and Doug- 
las were again formally declared open 
today with the reoceupation of Agua 
Prieta by the federals. 

Rebel Commanders Desert. 

Balsario Garcia, who fled across the 
line last night and gave himself up to 
the American officers, declared today 
that he surrendered because his men 
were not obeying him. He was not in 
command of the entire rebel force. he 
said, but was ranked by Calonel Luis 
Medina. The latter, who also had fled 
across the line, has given no reason 
for his desertion except that the evacu- 
ation of the town was imminent and 
he- had to seek some place of safety 
quickly. Garcia asked especially that 
he be considered merely a refugee and 
not as a rebel commander. 

Douglas today gave a long sigh of 
relief.

At the same time Mr. de la 
Barra pointed out that the shots which 
had caused the fatalities in question 
were fired, according to official in- 
formation received by him, and which 
he declared was corroborated by the 
press, by American filibusters, who, he 
said, formed a majority of the Lopez 
company of rebels. 
American Officials Biamed, 

In its reply the Mexican government 
expresses surprise at the procedure of 
‘certain subordinate American offi- 
cials,”’ a procedure opposed to the prac- 
tices of international law and con- 
trary to the friendship which exists 
between the two nations.” 

One of the incidents referred to was 
the reported aid given by a policeman 
to a rebel in the readjustment of his 
rifle, which had gotten out of order. 
The rebel is said to have handed his 
rifle across the line to the officer. 

The Mexican government expressed 
as conviction that the incidents grow- 
ing out of the battle wil: not affect 
the friendly relations between the two 
nations. 


AMERICANS HELD BY MEXICANS 
REACH CITY OF CHIHUAHUA 

Chihuahua, April 17, via Laredo, 
Texas, April 18.—The prisoners who 
were in the hands of the Mexican fed- 
eral troops at the time of battle Sun- 
day between federals and insurrectos 
between Tauz and Santa Clara, ar- 
rived here today, accompanied by 1,000 
federal troops under General Lis Bago. 
At sundown they went into camp 8 
miles north of this city. Tomorrow 
they will be marched in and confined 
in the penitentiary to await trial. 

All the prisoners, except for fatigue, 
seemed in good spirits. They said 
they had been as well treated as pos- 
sible. Describing their experiences, 
Sydney Soverne said: 

“When we saw the federals had sur- 
rounded us we surrendered. We were 
immediately taken captive and were 
kept under guard. About ten days 
ago we started on the march here. 
The food and treatment has been the 
best possible under the circumstances. 
We are hopeful the United States wil! 
be able to get us released.” 

Weary and footsore from 200 miles 
march afoot, fourteen Americans and 
two German prisoners arrived here to- 
day from Casas Grandes. All are well. 


PROTECTED BY WHITE FLAG, 
ELDER MADERO GOES TO SON 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, April 18, via 
Laredo, Texas.—Under the. protection 
of a great white flag, which floated 
from the engine, Francisco I. Madero, 
Sr., left this city today on a special 
train forthe interior, wherehe expects 
to meet his son, the insurrecto leader, 
and induce him to come to some terms 
for peace in Mexico. 

With Senor Madero were Ernesto 
Madero, his brother; Alfonso Madero, 
his son; Rafael Hernandez and Feder'!- 
co Moye. The party arrived here 
after an exciting trip from Eagle 
Pass, Texas. 

The departure of the party for the 
fiela was the result of weeks of ef- 
forts and is supposed to have been 
inspired in part, at least by confer- 
ences held in New York city with Min- 
ister Limantour. 

A special train awaited them here 
to carry to the town of Madera, 180 
miles northwest. near which place 
Francisco. |. Madero, Jr., is supposed 
to be camping. The leader may be 
many miles away from the railroad. 
and ¢ven the United States border, but 
efforts will be made to induce him 
to eet his father. 

What the outcome of the confer- 
will be cannot be forecasted here. 
known, however, that the insur- 

recio leader has taken a decided stand 
against what he considers might be a 
conipromise.
